and ffTufrs uaions eprang'up on every band. Lotal organizaliohe of the tame enft multiplied 
and wen united in national bodiee, and ihete were in lime bound together in national and inter¬ 
national federation. 

The ewift and-vast concentration of mpiial and the unprecedented induetrial activity which marked 
the dote of the ninefeenfA century were followed by the mott extraordinary growth in the number and 
variety of trades uniont in the history of the niovemenl; yet this expansion, remarkable as it was, has not 
onty been equalled, but excelled^ in the first yean wf the new century, the tide of unionism sweeping over 
the'whole country, and riting steadily higher, notwithstanding the efforts put forth from a hundred sources 
controlled by the ruling dost to restrain its march, impair its utility or stamp if out of eiistence. 

The history of the last-thirty years of trades unionism is filled icith stirring incident and supplies 
abundant material for a good-sited volume. Orgmitalions have risen and fallen, battles hare been fought 
with raryisig results, every device.known to the inyenuiti/ of the ruling class has been employed to check the 
movement, but through it all lha trend has been deadily toward a more perfect organitation and a more, 
compnhtnsive grasp of its mighty mission. The strikes and boycotts and lockouts which occuired u<ith 
startling frequency during this period, some of thorn accompanied by riots and other forms of violence, tell 
fAsir oam tragic story of the class struggle which is shaking the foundations of society, and will end only 
with the complete overthrow of the wage system and the freedom of the working class from every form 
of slavery. 

No strike has ever been lost and there ran id no defeat for the labor mot^emenl. ' 

Hoirrrer disastrous the day of battle has heeat, it has been worth its price, and only the sears remain 
to bear testimony that the movement is invincible and that no mortal wound can he inflicted upon it. 

WAaf has the union done for the worker f Far more than these brief paragraphs will allow us to place 
on record. 

The union has from its inception taught, however imperfertly. the fundamental need of solidarity; it 
has inspired hope in the breasi of the defeated and despairing worker, joining his hand with the hand of 
his ftllgw-worker and and bidding them lift their tewed bodies from the earth and look above and beyond 
the tribulations of the hour fo the shining hrighte-tof future achierement. 

The union has fought the battles of the worker upon a thousand fields, and though defeated often, 
rallied and charged again and again to wrest from the enemy the laurele of virlory. 

The union was first to fruce’in outline the lesiVW above all others the worl-ingman nerds to learn, and 
that i$ the colUctire interest and welfare of his cUse, in which his own is indissoluhly bound, and that no 
vital or permansnt change of conditions is possibinHal does hot embrace his doss as a whole. 

The union has been a moral stimulus as whUfu a material aid to the worker; it has appealed to Aim 
fo develop his faculties and to think-for himselfp-lto cultivate self-reliiince and learn to depend upon him¬ 
self; to hare pride of character and'make some effort to defend himsrlf; to sympathize with and support 
his fellow-worksrs and piaks their cause his own. . 

Although these things havs as yet'been only vaguely and imperfectly accomplished. yet they started tn 
and have grown with the union, and to this extenklhe union has promoted the class-conscious sol'danly of
